Surrounded by 
his children and grandchildren the 
venerable sovereign, who looks just as 
well preserved and is as alert as he was 
ten years ago, enjoyed the event as 
keenly as the youngest member of the 
Danish court 
All the king's children 


were present except one—King Geoige 
of Greece 
King Edward of .England, 


son-in-law of King Christian, and his 
grandson, the Czar, were unavoidably 
absent.

Sixty members of royal families took 


part in the gayeties, which included a 
rtc:ption at noon by the king, a fami- 
ly dinner and in the evening an enter- 
tainment, with a concert by the singers 
of the royal theatre. His majesty was 
the recipient of gifts from most of the 
royal personages of Europe. 


Christian IX., King of Denmark, 


fourth son of the late Duke William of 
Schleswi g-H o 1 s t e i n-S o nderburg- 
Glucksburg, was born April 8, 1818. 
B afore his accession to the crown he 
was inspector-general and commander- 
in chief of the Danish cavalry. The 
succession was vested in him by the 
protocol of London, May 8, 1852, and 
he ascended the throne on the death of 
•fiiedenck VII., November 15, 1863 
Since then his majesty has sought to 
develop the interior resources and pop- 
ular institutions of his country.

new constitution was inaugurated in 
November, 1866, when the king opened 
the first rigsdag, the members of which 
were elected in accordance with the

he army and navy 


have also been thoroughly reorganiz- 
ed, agriculture and commerce have re- 
ceived a great stimulus and several 
railways have been constructed. 


In 1842 King Christian married the

WASHIHGTOH, April 8 —"The Demo- 


crat* in the senate will oppose the 
Cuban ,reciprocity^bill to a man," said 
a prr minent Democratic senator when 
I asked his position in regard to the 
pending measure. "The Republicans 
in the house have held up this legisla- 
tion until their friend, the sugar trust, 
bai secured options on all of this year's 
sugar c'op and on part of next year's 
c-op. Moreover, by the testimony of 
(heir own officials, from the president 
down, the proposed reduction in the 
tariff is not sufficiently large to afford 
any material relief to the Cubans. As 
a matter of fact, the real purpose of 
*rie Republicans in congress who are 
cham'pi~>mng this bill is to throw a sop 
*o public opinion by appearing to 
legislate in Cuba's favor while, at the 
same time, they permit the island to 
drift into such desperate financial 
straits that sooner or later she will 
have to apply for annexation—or the 
United States will have to interfere to 
put clown an insurrection—and then 
Cuba will be made a dependency in ac- 
cordance with Republican policy as 
demonstrated in the Philippines. No 
prospect of citizenship will then be 
accorded to Cuba and she will, if the 
Republicans are successful, become a 
pncsession without a vote in the coun- 
cils of the nation " 


On Thursday tha senate passed the 


oleomargarine bill by a majority of 
i;nt votes. Senator Hanna, _who had 
all along been opposed to the measure, 
was brought into line by a flood of 
letters and petitions which came to 
him from all sections and which illus- 
trated how systematic was the work 
of the promoters of the measure. The 
bill, as parsed, contained 
Senator 


Harris' amendment, including reno- 
vated and adulterated butter in the 
piovisions applied to oleomargarine. 
'I was certainly glad to get off the 
back of that cow," remarked Senator 
Spooner, Friday morning; "to use a 
Hiberniauism, that cow was a boar." 


Friday and Saturday both houses de- 


voted themselves to the consideration 
of bills providing for the exclusion of 
the Chinese Senator Mitchell, of Ore- 
gon, opened the debate in the senate 
and Minister Wu was an interested 
listener in the senate diplomatic gal- 
lery. At times the Celestial gentleman 
showed unmistakable signs of indig- 
nation as the senator proceeded with 
his able speech. There is no exact 
party division on the question of the 
exclusion of Chinese coolies, but there 
are various differences of opinion as to 
the best methods to be employed. As 
FOOD as the bill is disposed of in the 
senate the Philippine government bill 
will be taken up and that will be fol- 
lowed by the Cuban bill 


Oa Friday Representative Sulzer, of 


New York, introduced a resolution 
calling upon the president and the 
secretary of state for the report of the 
governor of Louisiana and other evi- 
dence in regard to the existence of a 
military camp in that state. Friday's 
cabinet meeting was largely devoted 
to the 
consideration 
of Governor 


Heard's report and after the meeting 
Secretary Hay said that the president 
proposed to make a thorough investi- 
gation of the subject. If the allega- 
tions of General Pearson are true and 
the camp is used as a recruiting station 
for the British army it will doubtless 
be abolished. Mr Sulzer has come to 
be known as the Boer champion on the 
flx>r of the house and he assures me 
that there will be "a lively session' 
when the papers are sent to the house 
by the secretary of state. 


The indications of Democratic suc- 


cess in the coming elections continue 
to multiply at the capitol. 
The ap 


prehension of the Republican members 
is growing more and more apparent 
as evidenced by their opposition to the 
removal of the Republican headquar 
ters to Chicago, which will undoubted 
ly occur if Representative Babcock is 
elected chairman of the national com 
mittee.

There is also 
a marked advance in pork and other 
provisions. "The prices of all articles 
of domestic consumption," says the 
Pittsburg Post, "have increased so 
that the expenses of living for the 
average American family have been 
advanced about 50 per cent, more than 
they were in 1893 94, which was a 
panicky period of low prices. The 
advanced price of dressed beef is ex 
plained by the advance of cattle on 
the hoof. But this explanation doesn' 
explain. The advance is due to the 
beef trust, which controls the cattle 
oa the hoof, the dressed beef of the 
great packing houses, and the retai 
trade, relying for its supplies on the 
Chicago, Omaha and Kansas City 
packers. The retailers, whenever they 
show signs of competition, are pu 
under strict discipline, thjir orders 
turned down and other methods re 
sorted to, compelling them to comply 
with the orders of the trust as to the 
management of their business. 


"The beef trust, like the great stee! 


trust, is a beneficiary of the Repub- 
lican party and a liberal contributor 
to its campaign resources in the way 
of cash contributions. 
There is a 


tariff tax of two cents a pound on 
dressed beef, with other varieties of 
protection on other forms of meat 
food, notwithstanding 
the United 


States is a large exporter of every- 
thing in the meat line. But for this 
tax meat would bg imported from 
Canada, South America aud Australia 
and the exactions of the trust monop- 
oly thus held in check. But what 
matters that? The beef trust is in 
partnership with the Republican party 
and other forms of trust combination. 


"We are glad to see that the 


'gouging game' of the beef trust, 
which levies toll oc every household in 
the land, is creating something of a 
scare among Republican legislators 
and politicians at the national capital 
The New York Serrald has been de- 
voting gre&t attention to the beef 
trust robbery of the people and ty- 
ranny over trade, and its Washington 
correspondent quotes the statement of 
one of the most prominent Republican 
politicians in Washington, declaring 
that the 'extortions practised by the 
beef trust are sufficient themselves, 
unless the government acts for the 
protection of the public, to cost the 
Republicans the control of the house 
of representativea at the fall elections.' 
The subject has been brought to the 
attention of the administration by 
leading Republican congressmen ap- 
prehensive of the political effect of 
the trust grab on the congressional 
elections 'this fall. 
Mr. McCall, of 


Massachusetts, one of the ablest mem- 
bers of tha house, after examining the 
evidence against the beef trust, de- 
clares: 'The steel trust and others of 
this nature, to which references have 
been so often made in the 
public 


prints and in congress, are as nothing 
compared to the meat combination. 
The consequences of such a combina- 
tion are far-reaching and its power for 
harm to all classes of people in this 
country, and especially the poorer 
class, is something tremendous.' 


"The worst feature of trust oppres- 


sion is the tyrannical power it exer- 
cises over retail dealers, whose business 
is reduced by the high prices imposed by 
the trust. It should be understood that 
the extortion is not the work of the re- 
tailers, but is the result of orders en- 
forced by the trust, which has an organ- 
ization as powerful and far-reaching as 
that of the Standard Oil company. 
The trust maintains a black-list, by 
which retailers are forced to honor its 
demands, else their supplies will be 
cut off. It has its agents and spies in 
all parts of the country to enforce the 
discipline of the trade. In any other 
country the outrages and wromgs of 
the beef trust would create a revolu- 
tion that would compel governmental 
intervention to hold the trust rapacity 
and tyranny in check. Fittsburg and 
all the surrounding industrial centres 
of western Pennsylvania, where there 
is an immense consumption of beef, 
»re picketed by trust spies to enforce 
its edicts."

press has arrogated to itself the righ 
to try any man accused of crime, eve. 
before its presentation to the gram 
jury. At the beginning of a trial 
when a jury is to be chosen, almas 
the very first question asked is, Hav 
you read the newspapers? And 
reading the newspapers is a universa 
custom with the American people, i 
the juror answers, Yes, he is at one 
disqualified. 
A glaring instance o 


this occurred in New York last week 
A man by the name of Guden had been 
elected sheriff of Kings county. Tier 
was no doubt about the regularity o 
his nomination or of his etection, for 
he was a first class Republican reform 
er and his principal 
backer, on 


Michael J. Dady, of whom I have sppk 
en before, was a bright and shining- 
star among the elect. The sheriff 
elect had agreed to give Michael J 
Dady, chairman of the executive com 
mittee of the Republican organization 
in consideration of the nomination o 
Mr. Guden, all the emoluments of hi 
office above $12,000, and if tlie fortu 
nate Mr. Dady had only made a simila 
bargain with all the Republican offi 
eials elected he might rank financially 
with the Astors, Rockefellers, J. Pier 
pont Morgan and even Andrew Game 
gie himself.

Murder' 


OF AUGUSTUS GLESSNER. 


Toe Doomed Man Died Protesting Hl9 lii- 
, 
% nooenm—Claimed Wbtakj Led to 
His Downfall. 


Wednesday afternoon of last week at 


Somerset Milton Sieets was. banged 
for the murder of Augustus Glessner 
Everything was in readiness at 1:30 and 
theisheriff announced that ,S laets-had 
asked his fellow-prisoners to sin; dur- 
ing the execution. The prisoners, about 
fifteen in number, were all out in the 
corridor as Sheets came out of hia 
cell to go to the trap, Ha went to 
each prisoner and gave him good-by 
with'a handshake-and then said to 
them: "Whisky got me into this; if 
it hadn't been for whisky I wou'du't he 
here." 


As he turned to go to the trap the 


prisoners began to sing "Nearer, My 
God, to Thee." Approaching the trap 
Sheets said several times in a low 
voice, "My Jesus, receive my soul.1' He 
walked upon the trap with a firm step, 
with no indication of nervousness be- 
yond a alight pallor in the fac?. When 
the sheriff asked him if he had any- 
thing to say he said: 


If it hadn't been for whisky I 


wouldn't have been out the road that 
night and if Weller hadn't lied on me 
I wouldn't have to go through this 
trap; bnt I forgive him, and I forgive 
everybody. I was out the road that 
night bnt I did not kill Glessner.'' 


Sheriff Saylor and ex Sheriff M. H 


Hartzell then strapped Sheets' legs 
and arms, adjusted the noose about 
hi* neck and drew the black cap over 
his head. Sieets then aaid "Gjod-bv; 
good-by; good-by, everybody," and then 
joined with the other prisoners in ting- 
ing "Naarer, My God, to Thee " 


Sheriff Saylor pulled the lever, but 


the trap did not drop, and a feeling of 
horror ran through the spectators. A 
bolt had moved from its plac3 and held 
the trap. This was pulled back and 
the young murderer again stepped on 
then trap and dropped to death, by 
strangulation, for his neck was not 
broken. 


HISTOEY OF IHE OBIMB 


Augustus Glessner, a stonemason 


aged fifty years, left Berlin in an in- 
toxicated condition at an late hour on 
the night of October 21, 1399, bound 
for his home near White Hors", on the 
mountain several miles east of Berlin. 
He had come from Meyersdale, where 
he had that day drawn a considerable 
sum of money, which he exhibited at 
the bar-rooms and restaurants in Ber- 
lin. 


The next morning Charles Glessner, 


a relative, found Glessner lying un- 
conscious at the roadside near his 
home, his head badly cut, and lying in 
a pool of blood. A bloody fence paling 
lying nearby told that brutal murder 
had been committed. Glessner waa car- 
ried to the home of hia relative, where he 
died without regaining consciousness. 
Se had been robbed, and the scene of 
the tragedy, which gave evidence of a 
hard scuffle, was strewn with the con- 
tents of packages the murdered man 
was taking home to his family. Dis- 
trict Attorney Rufus E. Meyers em- 
ployed Detective 
James Eigan, of 


Httsburg, to work up the case, and a 
few days later the detective caused the 
arrest of Lex Gerhart 
and 
Rufus 


Dively, both of Berlin, charging them 
with the Glessner murder, though 
both stoutly denied any complicity in 
the crime. 


On November 7 Harry Weller, of 


Berlin, a lad then in his nineteenth 
year, made a confession in which he 
stated that he was with Milton Sheets 
when tbe latter murdered Glessner. 
Weller's story was that they had seen 
Glessner 
exhibit his money, and 


Sheets induced him to follow Glessner 
to rob him. 
When Sheets palled a 


Baling from a fence on the way Weller 
protested against anything like mur- 
der and when Glessner was overtaken 
Weller held back while Sheets pressed 
on and committed the crime. Weller 
waa placed under arrest and brought 
to Somerset, where Sheets was arrest- 
ed the same evening. When Sheets 
learned that Weller had made a full 
confession he also admitted his guilt, 
and the next day made a statement 
to a number of persons in the j ill in 


hich he acknowledged that he and 
/feller had assaulted and robbed 
Glessner. He admitted that he hit the 
murdered man on the bead with a 
liece of wood but claimed he did not 
kill him. 


SHEETS' LAST LETTER. 


Following is a copy of a letter writ- 


ten by Sheets to his parents a few 
hours before the execution: 


MY DEAB MOIHEB, FATHER, SISTER, 
(BOTHERS AJJD FKHCHDS:—As 1 only 
have a few more hours in this sinful 


-orld 1 will try and write you a few 
ines before 1 go to meet my heavenly 
Father. 
My dear mother and all, do 


not weep for me for lam going to such 
a good and brighter world, and if 
verybody could see that good world 
as I can, there would be no more bad 
leople in this world. They would all 
want to go to the other world as soon 
a they could. I don't see why people 
ear death; for God wants us all to 
ome to Him, and if we only do what 
s right God will be with us at all 
imes. God has been so very good and 
cind to me all the time I have been in 
ere. I do wish that God could have 
pared me yet a little while so that I 


could have learned other boys how 
much better it is to do good than bad, 
o show them where whisky has put 
me to-day, and bad company. Oh, if I 
xiuld only destroy whisky on this 
arth why I would be willing to die 
very day. I hope and pray that my 
comrades and schoolmates will take a 


isson from this, and for m; sake and 
le Lord's sake let whisky alone. 
Well, I will close as I want to read 
iore of God's golden words, and see 


more of His heavenly power. My heart 
s broken, not because I must leave 
this world, bnt because I can't destroy 
whisky first and learn boys of God's 
olden works, and show them how 
uy it is to come to God, trusting, be- 
eving and keeping His commands. 
Well, mother, I remember when I 


eft home you told me I should go and 
nd a home and that you would come 
o me. Well, I have found the home 
nd a better one I could of never 
onnd, and we will all be togeth; 
r before long, in a much brighter 
world and where there is no parting. If 
we must part here, why we won't have to 
lartinthe next world. Oh, mother, 
on't weep for me for 1 am going to so 
inch a better world. By the time you 
eceive this I will be one of God's an- 
cle and will be with my brother angel 
rank. 
Well, I will say good-by, but only 


or a short time. I am going where 
ur loved ones have gone before and 
on will all follow soon, so good-by for 
little while. I remain your son and 
rather in God. May God be with you 
ill we meet again.

CURIOSITIES OF MICA. 


Its Appearance Before It !• 


Into Sheet*. 


The mica as it comes from the mines' 


Is lin blocks which are theoretically 
short rhombic prisms, but practically 
are scarcely recognizable as such, haT- 
Ing a very rough and .uneven contour. 
They have a very perfect cleavage 
parallel to the base and may be split 
into lamlme thinner than the thinnest 
tissue paper, and these lamlnfe form 
the familiar transparent stove panes 
and lamp chimneys. The eiterlor;por- 
tions of these blocks are opaque, brittle 
and worthless, presumably from, the 
penetration of water, for mica soon 
decomposes when exposed to any con- 
siderable weathering. A thick layer 
of plntes has therefore to be removed 
from either face of the blocks before 
any mica of commercial size or value 
Is reached, and the sheets split from 
the remainder are surrounded by; a 
wide margin of worthless material. 


But the difficulties and losses of 


mica mining are far from being all 
enumerated. Even when occurring In 
blocks of commercial size it is ren- 
dered valueless, or comparatively so, 
by one or more of a series of defects, 
which may be classed as color, specks, 
ruling, ribbing and wedge formation. 
It sometimes occurs literally pied'with 
bluck dots, consisting in general of 
black oxide of iron or garnet, and 
when even a few of these are present 
ts commercial value is destroyed, be- 
cause such mica when used as an insu- 
lator is peculiarly liable'to puncture, 
the specks forming practically short 
circuits for the electric current. The 
same is true of streaks, which are 
sometimes turned to red rust. 


Some otherwise excellent mica Is 


found to be ruled or cut, as it were, 
with a series of perfectly straight 
lines, parallel to one side of the crys- 
tal, so that on being split the mica 
falls immediately into strips; or, again, 
Instead of being striped or ruled, the 
mica is often deeply ribbed or corru- 
gated parallel to the adjacent edges of 
the crystal, so as to give the appear- 
ance of the letter A, or, rather, V, 
whence it is termed "A mica." As the 
ribbed portion tins to be cut away In 
the sheet, such mica is unprofitable 
unless the blocks be large. -Wedge' 
mica is that in which the block is 
thicker at one end than the other, the 
Inmiiuo partaking in the anevenness. 
Such blocks are wholly worthless ex- 
cept as scrap.—Engineering Magazine.

current, is tbe most interesting..!]?, tin 
"world lieeause many oceanographerji 
believe it was the direct means of.pep^ 
pling America. This much at least 1* 
certain: If -a boat were to be set adrift 
on parts of the Asiatic coast and sur- 
vived all storms, > the Japan current 
could be depended ^upori to carry It 
across tbe P.-iciflc and deposit it on the 
American shore.' Such a thing hau 
happened. In 1S32 nine Japanese fish- 
ermeirwere left derelict and uimbleito 
Una their way back to shore. 
They 


went with the current, and after a 
drift lasting during several months 
they were carried to Hawaii. 


Trees torn by storms from the banks 


of Asiatic rivers frequently float across 
the Pacific to the American coast. Be- 
tween Kakatag and Kyak islands, 
about l^SOO miles northwest of Seattle, 
ehormc us- pi les of thi s driftwood cover 
the beaches. There can be no question 
of the Asiatic origin of the timber. 
They are the trunks o£ the camphor 
tree, the mango and the mahogany. 
Logs 150 feet long and eight feet In dl- 
anicter are frequently found. Many of 
them are seen floating shoreward, with 
fantastic roots standing high above the 
waves. 
In places the logs are piled 


twenty feet high. They are generally 
without bai'U, which has been peeled 
off by the waves, and most of them 
have become white and heavy from 
impregnation with salt water. As they 
pile up tbe sands drift over them, and 
gradually they sink out of sight, and 
new beaches are formed. This process 
ba's been going on for ages, and the 
shore line is being steadily extended. 
Excavations along the beach show that 
texture of the buried timber gets hard- 
er and harder the farther in you go, 
until in some instances petrifaction has 
taken place. Other excavations show 
logs that have turutd to coal. 


The presence of Siberian driftwood 


on the shores of Greenland convinced 
Nauseu that his idea of drifting across 
the Polar sea in the Fram was logical. 
Great quantities of the wood are an- 
nually cast on the coasts of Spitz- 
bergen and Nova Zembla, and there 
are tribes of Greenland Eskimos who 
depend for sledge runners -and other 
wooden implements on the drift from 
Siberian forests. 
For years they de- 


pended tor iron implements oil the 
hoops of casks which came to them 
over seas.— Theodore Waters In Aina- 
lee's.
